Scientific Dream Is Reality;

SCHENECTADY. X. Y.—Man-made diamonds exactly like nature's 


own were announced today—a sc.entinc dream come true. 


They cost at least twice as much 


to make as natural diamonds cost, 
but in t;me may be greatly re- 
duced. 


These artificial diamonds are no 


threat, as yet anyhow, to the value 
of your diamonds, r,"r any imme- 
diate hope for cheaper diamond 
necklaces or engagement rings. 


But they offer a new home-grown 


supply of diamonds vitallv impor- 
tant ir. industry and national de- 
fense. 


Diamond Is the hardest known 


material. Hundreds of pounds are 
imported annually to cut steel, dig 
through rork to find oil, make pre- 
cision 
tools, pcrfoim 
srore.s of 


tasks. War or blockade could not 
cut off the man-made supply. 


Success in creating diamonds 


was announced by scientists of the 
General Electric research labora- 
tory. One process does it by cre- 
ating pressure and heat eo.ua! to 
that 240 miles deep within the 
earth. 


Diamonds are made within a few 


minutes xvhen a carbon-containing 
material is subjected to this pres- 
sure and heat. The starting mater- 
ial was not identified. But scien- 
tists hinted it contains graphite, 
the carbon used in "lead" pencils. 
Diamonds are crystals of pure car- 
bon. 


By every test, these diamonds 


are indistinguishable from those 
dug from mine* in Africa or BraaU.

Entered Illegally 


Bern's police chief, Eduard Frei- 


mueller, told a news conference 
the band—estimated to number 
about five men—was believed to 
have entered Switzerland illegally 
for the specific purpose of invad- 
ing the legation and forcing th» 
release of the five prisoners, in- 
cluding a general and a bishop, 
held within Romania. 


Romania denounced the attack 


as a violation of international law 
—said Switzerland was responsible 
and demanded extradition of the 
band, -which it called "a gang of 
Romanian fascists and other crim- 
inal elements."

Demand Arrest 


Legations, embassies -and simi- 


lar diplomatic properties have an 
extraterritorial status. In effect, 
the grounds are a part of the 
homeland of the nation their staff 
represents. Just as the diplomats 
have immunity from, arrest, the 
properties are exempt from many 
regulations of the host country. 


The Romanian government, how- 


ever, put up no barrier to Sv.isg 
police action. It demanded formal- 
ly that the band be rounded up and 
shipped to Bucharest. 


But Switzerland, too. will have 


a claim on the^group. The chauf- 
feur's death made each member 
of the band if convicted of murder, 
liable to iife imprisonment. 


One or more of the invaders was

Colleges and Communism 


One of the more dismal developments of recent years 


has been the tendency of a. few American colleges, under 
outside pressures, to ban any study of communism at alL 
It was reassuring, therefore, when a congressman stood up 
in the house and offered a proposal that would help counter- 
act this attitude. 
, 
The lawmaker was Rep. Daniel Flood, a Pennsylvania 


Republican. He wants to see congress set up a presidential 
commission to prepare a textbook devoted to the facts of 
communism. 
. 
... ,. 
In this part of his proposal, Flood is thinking specifically 


of the need to strip away the bewildering confusion that 
surrounds the issue of the current Communist menace in 
this country. 
He would require the commission to rely fully on ma- 


terial gathered under oath by committees of congress. Fun- 
damentally this is admirable caution, but even sworn con- 
gressional" testimony has many pitfalls. Evidence of perjury 
is often widespread. 
• 
• * 


Responsibility for sifting such material would bear 


heavily on a commission. Undoubtedly they would have to 
conclude that in some areas the facts were hopelessly cloud- 
ed. But the prospect is that they could stil! assemble enough 
well-coppered facts to produce a story of essential value to 
all Americans. 
The commission would not stop at this, but would pre- 


pare suggested curricula on communism which schools and 
colleges could use to underscore the basic differences be- 
tween the theory and practice of communism and the Ameri- 
can democratic" system. Here Flood is treading on more 
doubtful ground. 
Insofar as this would mean that a government commis- 


sion was encouraging U. S. schools to study the vital details 
of an alien philosophy, it would seem to be highly desirable. 
Such encouragement "might help to break down the foolish 
barriers some schools have raised against these studies. 
* 
* 
* 


Yet there is a great risk involved. Suggestions are one 


thing, and orders another. Certain schools might tend to 
view the recommended courses of study as mandatory. And 
anything that smacked of dictation would be utterly foreign 
to our free education system. 


Schools must be at liberty to choose what studies and 


what books shall be offered to students, so long as they do 
not in any way promote subversive doctrines—whether Com- 
munist. Fascist or any other. 
Even if communism' did not affect us, we would be 


bound to study it. as we try to understand everything else 
on earth. But the fact that communism is the greatest 
threat to our existence gives a compulsive urgency to its 
study. We cannot cope with an enemy in blind ignorance 
of his beliefs and behavior. 


A commission to help lift the fog from the current state 


of the Red menace in America seems a good idea. But any 
such body would have to exercise extreme care to encourage 
—not discourage—the fullest, freest school inquiry into the 
whole wide range of facts about communism from its birth 
to its present frightening power.

In my reading, I recently came upon a strange phrase which waj 


represented a» the initintive outcry ot an Oriental child, Chinese, at a 
guess, oo bumping its nose, stubbing its toe or pulling the cat's tail 
and getting scratched. It was the general equivalent of "ouch" and 
its variants and it set me to thinking that this would be a beautiful 
world if we all spoke the same language and could * 
understand each other. I hope this is original with 
me but I confess to an inner fear that my Dream 
Girl must have expressed it before in some lecture 
on the United Nations and I absorbed it. 


At any rate, it does seem a terrible pity that 


an Oriental baby used other sounds to express 
"ouch" and it is no consolation, although it may 
divert us slightly from the pity of it all, to remind 
ourselves that a struck dog emits a sound like "yi- 
vi-yi"' and a cat cries "mee-ow" in the same cir- 
cumstances. There you have racism but on a sub- 
human level, thank God. 


Further on the same thing, I recall that young Americans dis- 


charging their debt to LaFayette used to think they were wasting theii 
devotion on an unworthy people when a French hackman in Paris 
would lean out of his little cockpit on having a hub-scrape with an- 
other and call the other one a kind of a camel or a kind of a pig. 
What kind of repartee was that? 
It was French repartee apparently 
bred in the blood and bone of a 
fine, 
ferocious 
people. 
Some 


Americans 
who had 
lived 
in 


France a long time, and, of course, 
knew that the most expensive wine 
was not necessarily the best, used 
to vendicate such insults at the ex- 
pense of our own. For example, 
the term that Harry Truman ap- 
plied to Drew Pearson that time, 
an expression that is a byword 
with Americans, is not an insult to 
the person addressed but a reflec- 
tion on his mother. With a tradi- 
tion of chivalry, this aspersion on 
his mother is supposed to offend 
the victim worse than some direct 
insult to his own character. Not 
that the French are necessarily 
short 
on chivalry, 
they 
were 


amused by this resort to innuendo 
by police who made considerable 
noise about their forthrightness. 


The epithet was reduced to ab- 


surdity a few years ago by an Ari- 
zona judge who acquitted a de- 
fendant in a slander suit with the 
solemn judgment that it was not 
a practical insult. 
It was not 


practical because the creature 
which the defendant had publicly 
said the plaintiff was a-son of. was 
not of the human species but of the 
canine. 
All experience and the 


long, 
long 
shelves of science 


laughed that implication out of 
court. 
So the defendant, as it 


were,, was borne out of the tem- 
ple of justice on a wave of learned 
drollery. 


The English terms of direct, per- 


sonal affront have come to include 
that one of ours, first presented to 
them early in Kipling's career in 
an account of some homely repar- 
tee between stevedores in Seattle 
as Kipling leaned on the rail of a 
liner. 
However, they still lean 


heavily on gross vulgarity, draw- 
ing upon physiology and biology, 
and their quaint old taboo, the 
meaningless adjective '•bloody." 
has lost its awful import and falls 
nowadays from the lips of babies. 
Well, if not babies, then babes. 


There was an old man of the 


mountains at Gatlinfaurg, Tenn., 
some years ago who, for some 
reason, had resolved never to soil 
his tongue with profane or other- 
wise indecent expressions. 
How- 


ever, he had to have some substi- 
tute to serve in emotional cnses 
and he had made up his own cuss- 
word. When something disturbed 
him. he would yell: "tin-pan shot- 
gun." 
It certainly was quaint, 


but to him it meant ail that Harry 
Truman means by the expressions 
that he resorts to and that, after 
all, is the end desired.

357 billion dollars, as compared
